Description of Process 


Here's how microfilming is 


done: 


The data to be microfilmed 


Is placed on a flat surface, 
lighted from the top. Special 
cameras, either 16 or 35 milli- 
meter, film the records. The 
cameras can be used to photo- 
graph any size data, but shots 
must be taken separately. Six- 
teen mm. cameras shoot film 
In a faster rotary process but 
are limited to records under 
11 or 42 inches wide. 


Separate cameras must be 


used for ' different types of 
records, depending upon the 
size of the data. The import- 
ant point in choosing a cem- 
era Is what's called the "re- 
duction ratio," or the amount 
of shrinkage from actual data 
size when it goes on film. If 
records are reduced to a too- 
small size, they become blur- 
red and can't be read when 
projected to original size for 
viewing. 


On 16 mm. cameras, rec- 


ords can be filmed anywhere 
from a 16-1 ratio—16 inches of 
the original data reduced to 
one inch of film space—to 49- 
1. Thirty-five mm. cameras 
use ratios from 6-1 to 23-1. 


The films are then process- 


ed according to special U.S. 
Bureau of Standards regula- 
tions and made into 100-foot 
rolls about one and one-half 
inches wide with up to 10,000 
records on a roll. As alterna- 
tives, they can be framed on 
individual cards or put on a 
micro-tape laminated on the 
back for mounting on cards. 


Special Viewer 


Completed microfilms are 


indexed and stored for view- 
ing when needed. For read- 
ing, they're fed into a special 
viewer which projects them 
to readable size on a lighted 
screen. Lenses in the viewer 
correspond to the reduction 
ratio of the camera.

The decisive Democratic victory in 


Maine has set the tone for this year's na- 
tional congressional elections, with the Re* 
publicans being widely described as "em* 
battled" and the Democrats as "con- 
fident" or even "sure of victory." This is 
the last time Maine will serve as the na- 
tion's political bellwether — it will vote in 
November like everyone else starting in 
I960 — and it certainly has left the stage 
with a flourish. 


In politics as in other kinds of human 


activity, confidence carries with it a cer- 
tain hazard — that of becoming overcon- 
fident or even arrogant. The Republicans 
at least can hope that the Democrats will 
fall victim to this malady, as the GOP did 
in 1948. At any rate the fact that the Re- 
publicans have their backs to the wall can 
be expected to make them fight more des- 
perately in every congressional district, in 
every precinct 


Nevertheless there is no doubt that, as 


of this moment, the Democrats are riding 
high from Maine to California. To what ex- 
tent this has been caused by a real support 
among the people of policies advocated by 
the Democrats, and to what extent by a 
feeling of resentment against the Republi- 
can administration, is grist for the mills of 
the pundits and soothsayers. 


Each state, of course, has its own spe- 


cial conditions. There is no doubt that the 
wide popularity of young Gov. Muskie, who 
was elected U. S. senator, has played an 
important part in the resuscitation of the 
Democratic party in Maine. Reporters and 
pollsters traveling the state in recent weeks 
have reported with great uniformity that 
many normally Republican voters were 
planning to mark their ballots for Muskie 
because they were pleased by the way he 
had handled himself as governor. The 
phrase, "young, refreshing, someone with 
new ideas," cropped up often in these in- 
terviews. A man like that can change the 
political picture in any state, especially if 
his opposition offers the voters nothing but 
old ideas, old methods and old faces. 


And of course the friendship between 


Muskie's opponent, Sen. Payne, and that 
great gift-giver Bernard Goldfine must be 
chalked up as an unsolicited assist to the 
Democratic cause. Payne tried bravely to 
quiet this issue by admitting openly his 
relations with Goldfine and claiming there 
was nothing wrong about them, but the 
voters didn't buy it. People in general 
simply resent the slightest implication that 


Fisheries Questions 


For reasons that are not altogether 


clear to us and possibly to many other sym- 
pathetic bystanders, the state conservation 
commission with a self-conscious flourish 
has announced that it will hold a confer- 
ence at Madison Sept. 16 to permit the 
public to ask questions about its fish man- 
agement policies and programs. 


We suspect that this is a gesture of ap- 


peasement to some of the self-appointed 
and quasi-professional critics of the de- 
partment who never seem able to particu- 
larize their antagonism, rather than a pub- 
lic information device. Does Commissioner 
Charles F. Smith of Wausau, the author of 
this gimmick, seriously believe that any 
significant numbers of ordinary citizens 
are going to travel to Madison in midweek 
for such a performance? 


But taking the meeting at its announced 


value, we would submit some general quer- 
ies on the progress of the costly state fish- 
eries program for such general interest as 
they may contain. 


Are our fishery biologists quite in 


earnest about the validity of rearing fish in 
hatcheries and dumping them in vast num- 
bers into lakes and streams? Or has mod- 
ern knowledge dated these methods that 
have been brought down scarcely un- 
changed from the earliest days of the con- 
servation department? 


one of their public servants has permitted 
himself'to be bought by influence-seekers. 


Also, it must be remembered that New 


England is not the solidly Republican ter- 
ritory it used to be. The region has been 
hit hard economically as its industry has 
moved elsewhere, and it has experienced • 
rural-to-urban migration in much the same 
degree as the rest of the country. Republi- 
can apologists can point to such facts as 
explaining, to some degree at least, their 
defeat there. 


But all the apologizing and explaining 


cannot change the obvious fact that the 
Democrats are roaring toward a solid vic- 
tory in November unless some radical 
change in popular feeling occurs during the 
next two months. Fortunately the Democrats 
have had responsible, though shrewd, lead- 
ership in Congress and the fact that the 
next Congress is very likely to be more 
Democratic thap ever does not mean that 
the government will be unable to act de- 
cisively in either domestic or foreign poli- 
cies. 


And, to put it bluntly, why should the 


nation vote Republican? What does the 
GOP really have to offer the voters this 
year, except some solidly popular incum- 
bents in some districts as, for example, in 
Wisconsin's Seventh and Eighth districts? 
President Eisenhower is a well-loved but 
aging leader who seems progressively less 
able to interpret his party's ideals and as- 
pirations, or even to inspire the people 
through the appeal of his own personality. 
Yet he remains sufficiently the Great 
White Father, among Republicans at least, 
so that no other leader — even Richard 
Nixon — has been able to rally the GOP's 
rank-and-file with any clarion call of clear 
purpose or even a determination to win. 
In some areas the Republicans have fought 
so much among themselves that the party 
has been seriously weakened — here in 
Wisconsin, for instance, where the scars of 
the McCarthy-Kohler-Catlin-Wiley imbro- 
glios are by no means fully healed, or in 
California where the silly game of musical 
chairs played by Sen. Knowland and Gov. 
Knight apparently has lost for the GOP the 
governorship and very likely a Senate seat 
also. 


Yet the GOP does have a hidden weap- 


on, and its name is Nixon. It cannot be 
used with very much effectiveness this year 
but it will be thrown with full force 
against the Democrats in 1960. The Repub- 
licans would be wise to start working right 
now on using it with the greatest possible 
effect in that great battle. 


To put the question another way, does 


not the cheerful liberalization of fish-tak- 
ing rules during recent years suggest that 
natural replenishment is adequate, in most 
normal situations, to accommodate the 
drain on our game fish resources by the 
hook and line fisherman? 


Does the department have accurate cost 


accounting data, to show for example, how 
much it costs to plant a 10-inch muskel- 
lunge or a 6-inch trout, and would there be 
such a public demand for ever greater 
stocking if these cost accounts got more 
publicity? 


Is there an apportionment of the fish 


management income dollar according to 
the distribution of public concern with 
the species, as shown by the proportion of 
anglers seeking trout, or pike, or panfish, 
or bass? 


Is there a real attempt, in directing the 


dozens of fish and game research investi- 
gations, to avoid duplicating other inquiries 
over the same ground in other states, or is 
there any mutual effort of slate fish and 
game agencies to apportion such research 
studies to conserve the aggregate fishing 
tax dollar? 


Is there a demonstrable or probable 


relationship between wildlife health and 
prosperity and the proliferating conserva- 
tion department bureaucracy? 


Political Spending Reports 


The election laws of Wisconsin for 


more than half a century have contained 
restrictions on the amount of money that 
can be spent by candidates and parties and 
the methods that can be used in the ex- 
penditure of campaign funds. There also 
have been explicit requirements for the 
reporting of such funds, their sources and 
their purposes. 


Basically Wisconsin's corrupt practices 


act has relied on the assumption that if 
the people are informed adequately about 
political spending, they will draw their 
own conclusions about the propriety there- 
of. It is a democratic assumption that ex- 
cessive or improper expenditure will be 
punished at the polls. 


In recent years there has been a good 


deal of complaining, especially by those 
who identify themselves as liberals, about 
the inadequacies of our political expendi- 
tures controls. With the general indict- 
ment we have no quarrel. The laws are in- 
adequate, in many respects. They should be 
reviewed thoroughly and rewritten to con- 
form to modern conditions and circum- 
stances. 


But it has struck us as strange that 


many of these critici have deliberately de- 
clined to fulfill what is obviously the ipirit 
of the law, when it was within their power 
and their convenience to honor that spirit 


The law does not literally require a can- 


didate or campaign committee in filing a 
report to give the address of a contributor, 
or even his full name. Yet it must be plain 
to anyone who understands the purpose of 
the reporting requirement that the legis- 
lature intended such identification. It must 
be plain even to those liberals who are 
forever protesting the inadequacies of the 
law that they can here improve it merely 
by applying common sense to its interpre- 
tation. 


But on many of their campaign ex- 


pense statements we find single initials, 
where full names would be equally con- 
venient, names without addresses, even of 
cities or states, and vague organization 
names that contain no hint of origin or lo- 
cation. 


The William Proxmirc for Senator Com-

There is evidence that age 
discrimination is no longer

THE PROBLEM 


The example that follows 


is not intended to fortify an 
argument here, but rather to 
illustrate what happens to- 
day — in situations unfor- 
tunately not rare. 


A friend of 50 is sober and 


industrious and in a consid- 
erable career has held a 
number of responsible jobs. 
He is in good health and has 
demonstrable skills. He is 
now unemployed because his 
last previous employer clos- 
ed his business. He has in- 
terviewed prospective em- 
ployers over a period of nine 
months. He is becoming dis- 
couraged and embittered. 
He has abundant reason to 
believe that he would be em- 
ployed quickly if he could 
show he was 10 or 15 years 
younger. 


Age 50 ought to be the 


prime of life, in a society 
which is showing such steady 
advances in life expectancy. 
In most business and pro- 
fessional employment it is 
the prime of life. 


But an otherwise qualified 


and able man is convinced 
that his prospects are slim, 
because he has reached that 
age. 


If an age discrimination 


bill reaches the legislature, 
it is likely that many of 


s u c h bitter experiences 
will be c i t e d for the 
record. Sometimes, in such 
political debates, there is a 
tendency to overlook or 
minimize the causes and to 
examine dispassionately the 
viewpoint and the argu- 
ments of the other contend- 
ing parties. It may be sup- 
posed that few employers 
are prejudiced about a man 
of 50, simply because of his 
age. But there are economic 
factors involved — including 
employment conditions to- 
day that bring about a fi- 
nancial liability in the em- 
ployment of an older person 
over one who is junior. 


One of the largest of the 


employing organizations in 
this state, an executive of 
the corporation relates, has 
a rigid rule that it won't hire 
anyone- it can't retire —• 
which is to say that it wants 
all recruits to have enough 
working years remaining to 
be able to earn maximum 
credits toward a retirement 
pension under the corpora- 
tion's mandatory retirement 
program. Obviously « man 
of 50 doesn't fit within such a 
rule. There are probably dis- 
advantages in other fringe 
benefits in employment to- 
day which are standard — 
including hospital and medi- 
cal insurance costs — for 
older employes hired for the 
first time. 


But my friend isn't inclin- 


ed to listen with much atten- 
tion to such explanations of 
possible or probable causes. 


It is a 
condition and 


not a theory that confronts 
him and his family, he says 
wryly. He is acutely 
dis- 


tressed, and thinks "there 
ought to be a law." 


It is something that will 


be heard about more fre- 
quently In state legislative 
affairs.
